What the Fords Say About the 
Bandit. 


Crimes the James Gang Have Committed, 
and the Evidence Against Frank-- 
The New York Press on the 
Surrender, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

KANSAS Crry, October 7.—The excite- 
ment over the surrender of Frank James 
haslargely abated. Frank passed a quiet 
night in jail He received a few 
friends and his wife, ‘and 
chatted with them pleasantly, 
after which he retired. This morning he 
rose at daybreak and had breakfast brought 
to him at the Jail. About 9o’clock his wife 
appeared, and has remained with 
him up to - the present time. 
Frank frets considerably under the 
confinement, apd it is evidently not what he 
expected. The original intention was to 
bring him to Kansas City this morning, but 
this plan was changed and he may not be 
brought here until the meeting of the 
Criminal Court in November, not for 
several days anyhow. The belief that Frank 
has become insane is gaining ground among 
his old friends, and certainly the appear- 
ance of the outlaw gives a 
eoloring of truth to the story. 
He looks like a broken-down man in every 
respect—financially, physically and mentally. 
He has lost all control over his nerves, and 
weeps like a child upon the slightest 
provocation. A strange incident 
occurred when he registered at 
the hotel yesterday, as “Frank James, 
wife and child.”” He turned to a companion 
remarking, ‘“‘That’s the first time I’ve writ- 
ten my name in sixteen years.”” This morn- 
ing Mrs. Samuels went to Kearney and said 
she did not know when she would return.

He was always disputing 
about something with his brother 
and the rest of the ‘gang.’”’ Charley said he 
believed Frank surrendered because 
he was lonesome and discouraged. All 
his confederates were gone. But Charles 
said he did not think the. surrender was on 
condition of being pardoned, for Governor 
Crittenden once refused to —s— par- 
don him. Bob in describing Frank 
said: ‘‘He’s about forty-two years old, five 
feet eleven and a half inches high; slim face, 
sharp featured, prominent Koman nose, 
brown hair, always cut short; a very slim 
neck. He wore a fourteen collar which is very 
small for a man of his height and build, and 
he has sharp eyes, more like that Indian's 
eyes out in the Museum than anything I can 
think of. Lf we ever meet one of us is sure to 
be killed.’ 

The brothers say they are intimate friends 
of the jailer and will go in to see Frank as 
soon as they arrive there.

What Frank James’ Attorney Says. 

A Pos?v-Dispatrcu reporter called this 
morning at the office of ex-Lieut.-Goy. Chas. 
P. Johnson, who has peen retained by the 
friends of Frank James to defend.him in the 
trial or trials which he may have to undergo 
in the near future, and questioned him as to 
the nature of the defense which would be 
set up in behalf of the famous outlaw and 
the prospect of his escaping punishment for 
the deeds charged against him. In response 
toa question as to the place in which Mr, 
James was likely to meet with his first’trial, 
Mr. Johnson sald: 

“T really know nothing about the indict- 
ments which have been, or may be, found 
against him. There ‘ve several places 
where the people charge him with being 
implicated in acts of violence of various 
kinds, but just where these charges will 
result in the finding of indictments I cannot 
tell. It is safe to say, though, that in the 
very large majority of these cases, where his 
name is freely mentioned as being the prime 
mover or accessory in lawless acts, he really 
had nothing to dowith them. Every attempt 
to interfere with a train, or t- perpetrate a 
bank robbery—any criminal event in fact 
which had the characteristic of danger at- 
tending it, happening within late years— 
would. be attributed to either him or 
Jesse, W satin the real history of 
his life, as recently made plain in interviews 
and other ways, shows him to have been en- 
gaged in far ifferent pursuits, leading,on the 
contrary, the life of a peaceful and law-abid- 
ing eltizen.” 

‘What will the line of defense be?” 

“Frank James will be acquitted throngh 
inability on the part of the State to speciie- 
ally prove his connection with the outrages 
charged against him. It will be hard to get 
any witnesses to identify him 
as takin art in any of the 
railroad ro berles charged against him. 
The same remark applies to bank robbers 
where the memory of important witnesses is 
confused by the excitement of the occasion. 
The only chance the prosecution would have 
of convicting him , as I take it, would be by 

etting his late associates to turn against 
him, and they are not the kind of men to do 
that. They have been bold, brave nen, 
forced into ‘their positious by the exigencies 
of war, and generally true to each other.”

Stephen Dorsey’s Downfall. 
From “Gath's” New York Gossip. 


A friend of Dorsey, speaking to me recent- 
ly, said that his first resuscitation after his 
bankruptcy in 1873 was oy pom over to Mr. 
Gould’s from Colonel Scott’s interest in the 
Texas Pacific Railroad, which he bought 
out at about 12 cents a share on the average, 
and sold it at 200 and 300 per cent. advances. 
With this money Dorsey went actively into 
mines and purchased a number, and I think 
he possessed at one time from a dozen to 
twenty mines. He opened offices in New 
York City, and, surrounded by financial men 
who regarded him as a brilliant business 
genius, he worked off a large portion of the 
shares of these mines on the public, and with 
the proceeds started half a dozen enterprises 
atonce. He stocked a 1 ' ranche he had 
bought in New exico, much 
to Elkins’ disgust, who had been the 
leading politician and banker there for years. 
He planned a dozen enterpri: which he 
said would bring him $5,000,000 In three or 
four years. Among them was a surface rail- 
way on Broadway from Union Square to the 
Battery, with two tracks, a scheme which it 
had taken all the power of A. T. Stewart and 
the other merchants to break up years ago. 
Dorsey expected that Cornell would favor the 
enterprise, and he took into its operations 
Presidént Arthur, Mr. Starin and several 
other Stalwarts; but it was soon found that 
Cornell was not going to nave any Dills 
passed which would impede his ambition to 
»¢ Governor again, and probably President. 

Dorsey also pushed for the Secretaryship 
of the National Committee, and his force of 
character soon prevailed in that committee 
and he took upon himself the hard work o 
carrying indiana, where he unquestionably 
showeda high order of machine posseas 
ability, the same kind of ability | which has 
been General Arthur’s stock in trade for 
several years past. Yet it is seldom in the 
power of a ruler to protect a man against 
whom public opinion has begun to blow a 
gale. Mr. Dorsey, with a hundred reminis- 
cenees of good fellowship with the President 
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the United States, is unable to 
any support from. him, and 
it would seem to men acquainted with public 
affairs, and aware of the spite and rivairy 
which often produce an exposure like the 
present, that Dorsey, has quite as much, as 
even Arthur can observe, without some sym- 
pathy. He did not invent any of the proces- 
ses by which he is accused of having made 
money. The Star Route gang was in high 
feather before he came to Washington. 

Hie should have learned by this time that 
hazardous are the unholy steps which lead to 
distinction, and that there are recompenses 
even in poverty, When one sitting in his lit- 
tle cot can look out upon the temptations and 
catastrophies of great lobbyists and medium- 
sized statesmen. 


Chauvinism. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The term “chauvinism,” of late frequent! 
met with in newspapers discussing French af- 
fairs, is of comparatively recent origin. As 
most readers are aware, it expresses that 
thirst for military glory with which the aver- 
age Frenchman is credited by his less war- 
like neighbors. It seems to have been used 
in this sense for the first time by Bayard and 
Dumanoir in one of their plays called “Les 
Aides-de-Camp,”’ which was brought out at 
the Gymnase on April 1, 1842. In it the wife 
of a General, though herself the daughter of 
a banker, displays a great liking for the 


“military.” in the person, of course, of her 
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husband’s aide-decamp. The General says 
to her in the second scene: ‘Vous étes 
sortie de la finance, mais depuis votre mar- 
riage vous ¢tes entrée dans le chauvinisme, 
comme ils disent.” The latter part of the 
sentence shows that it must have been 
at that time a term of common parlance, 
though itis not to be found in the edition of 
Molin’s “Dictionnaire” which appeared in 
i842. While many have sonbetaad that the 
word is derived from the name of a soldier 
in What was said to be one of Secribe’s plays, 
it has recently been pointed out by a writer 
in the Augsburg Sil comeahag Zeitung that 
the comedy in which the soldier named 
Chauvin figures was the work of two 
brothers, Theodore and Hyppolyte Cogniard. 
The name of the piece is|**La Cocarde Trico- 


the. Folies Dramatiques on March 19, 1831. 
The pilot is laid in Atrica, and treats the con- 
quest of Algiers, The name Chauvin is 
borne by a young recruit who talks a great 
deal, displays considerable courage, and is 
made to sing couplets with the refrain: 
J’ suis Ppaneais, Y suis Chauvin, 
J’ tape eur le Bédouin! 

In its day this comedy was a great success. 
and itis notimprobsuble that the origin of 
the word “chauvinism” lay in the above 
couples. The authors, however, are not in- 
ventors of the game. This at least is said by 
«a writer in the Paris Figaro, whose contribu- 
tionsover the signature ‘‘Vieux Parisien” are 
well Known for the knowledge they display 
of the Paris of that day. He claims to have 
known Monsieur Nicholas Chauvin person- 
ally. Aceording to him Chauvin was an old 
Napoleonic soldier with a pension of 200 
franes, who, notwithstanding the many hard- 
ships and trials he underwent while in active 
serviee—he was wounded seventeen times— 
talked continually of nothing but the glory of 
his Emperor. It wasto honor him that the 
authors of ‘La Cocarde Tricolore” gave the 
name of Chauvin to the young recruit of the

DANENHOWER’S STORY. 


Detailing the Adventures of the Jean- 
nette in the Arctic Regions. 
From the New York Tribune, October 4. 


Lieut. John W. Danenhower, of the Arctic 
exploring expedition, spoke to a large audi- 
ence in the Brooklyn Academy of Music 
last night. Beginning with the reception 
and fitfing out of the expedition, Lieut. Dan- 
enhower gave a history of the Congressional 
action, the rechristening of “Mr. Bennett's 
Arctic yacht,” ashe called the Jeannette, 
and the detailing of the officers and men who 
were to go with her. 

The departure took place on July 8, 1879, 
the party consisting of five officers of the 
regular navy,two scientists and twenty-three 
men, under command of Lieut. De Long. 
the first stopping-place the natives “quiet 
and inoffensive, but fond of spirits and fond 
of dancing.” The next stopping-place was 
St. Michael’s, where they procured their dogs 
and sledges and the two Indians who were 
subsequently of so great service. They were 
told that Indians would be all right so long 
as there was smooth sailing, but that when 
danger came they would desert with the dogs 
and sledges. The conduct of their two In- 
dians, and their loyalty and heroism to the 
death, proved how they had been maligned. 

The newspapers had had a good deal to say 
of the unseaworthy condition of the vessel 
in the first storm that they encountered. 
Their statements, the lecturer said, were in- 
correct, for the Jeannette had hehaved ad- 
mirably. The speaker related an incident to 
show the genorosity of the natives to their 
wives. A prune-pie was given to an Indian, 
which he greedily devoured while his wife 
stood by. fter he had cracked the stones 
and eaten the kernels, he kindly presented 
the shells to his wife, whith she gratefully 
received. 

Oné of the first objects, continued the lect- 
urer, of the expedition having been accom- 

lished in obtaining news of the explorer 

Yordienskéld. tbe Jeannette bore away to 
the North through Behring’s Straits, the ob- 
poy point being to explore Wrangell’s 
zand, of which but little was known. Au- 
gust 31 the winter-quarters of the Vega were 
reached. September 6, after sighting Herald 
Island, alarge lead was entered which ap- 
peared to divide the Siberian and North 
American pack-ice. An ineffectual attempt 
was made to “ram” the ice. The weather 
becoming extremely cold, it was the misfor- 
tune of the Jeannette to be caught in the 
mass of ice, in which she subsequently drift- 
ed many months. 

“The frequent mention of ‘the Jeannette 
caught in the icebergs’ is entirely incorrect,” 
said Lieut. Danenhower, “for there are no 
icebergs in that part of the Arctic. The lines 
‘From Greenland’s icy mountains,’’ however, 
are no poetic license, for there are ice- 
bergs of great height and of unknown depth. 
But there is no such ice north of Siberia, 
where we were. The Jeannette Was never 
among the icebergs: but she was caught in 
more formidable ice, the winter formation, 
from which there is no escape, which moves 
to and froin currents. What in the world 
could withstand hundreds of square miles of 
ice, eight or ten feet in thickness, with that 
vast mass in motion ?”’ 

In this position for weary months, during 
an Arctic night for seventy-two days, the 
Jeannette. wedged in on either side, was 
drifted by currents and counter currents be- 
tween Herald Island and Wrangell’s Land. 
The party were prepared for whatever might 
come, expecting at any time that they might 
be left without a ship, “ready fora moment's 
jump.” After atime they were set free, 
only to be almost immediately frozen in 
again, this time in the Jeannette’s final rest- 
ing-place. To pass the time with any com- 
fort was very trying, and the daily routine 
was necessary to keep up the spirits and 
health of the men. The allowance of coal 
was not sufficient to keep the cabin comforta- 
ble warmed, but ‘economy was practiced from 
the word go.”’.The daily routine included two 
hours on the ice, the time devoted to the 
meals, reading, music and games. There was 
also “a great deal of hunting done, but very 
little game.”’” Such game as there was in- 
cluded seal, walrus and bear. The Arctic 
night was not so bad as many people sup- 

sed, but was generally the darkest from § 

10 a. m. 

“The aurora was 


not so brilliant as I have 
seen itin Chicago,”’ said the speaker, “and 
elsewhere in this country. When it appear- 
ed, it was in arches, or as curtains of, chang- 
ing colors in green and blue. The first Christ- 
mas was passed very pleasantly, but in Janu- 
ary the great ice-fracas began again. Some- 
times the sound of it was like the explosion 
of alarge hydraulic engine—it was all over 
at once, only leaving the sullen echo dying 
away in the distance.” 

The ship, Jan. 19, was found to be badly 
leaking, but it was finally stopped after the 
greatest difficultv. AJl winter the Jeannette 
drifted back and forth near the 180th mer- 
idian. The diet included canned vegetables 
and canned meats, and the game shot. On 
Wednesday the men were served with pork 
and beans and “dnff.” “Ours was a temper- 
ance expedition,’’ added the Lieutenant, “‘for 
it was only on holidays or special occasions 
that we had a little wine or ene drink,”’ 

In January, 1581, the Jeannette was be- 
tween Herald Island and the 180th meridian, 

oing ina northerly and westerly direction. 

‘he second arctic night lasted eighty or 
ninety days, but the second winter was 

assed in comparative comfort—‘“‘or as com- 
ortable as we could be under the cireum- 
stances.” June 12 theice began breaking 
up;at5:30 the last supper was eaten on 
board; at 6:15 the ship was abandoned; and 
at4a.m. the following morning, “with a 
rreat crash, the vessel sank in thirty-eight 
athoms of water—and that was the last of 
the Jeannette.” 

The retreat began on June 17, the anniver- 
sary Of the battle of Bunker Hill. The story 
that the Lieutenant told of the journey of 600 
miles, from where the ship went down to the 
point of landing, was followed by the audi- 
ence with unflagging interest to the end. It 
was on Monday, September 12, in a heavy sea 
and strong wind, at 7 o’clock, that ‘‘the Cap- 
tain stood up in his boat and waved his hand. 
We understood that we were to look out for 
ourselves and not try to keep together. If 
either boat had gone down, no help could 
have been rendered. It was growing dark. 
That was the last we saw of the Captain.” 
The speaker said that he did not think it 
likely that any traces of Mr. Chipp would 
ever be found, but he thought it a good thing 
on principle to keep up the search.

In the Kilkenny cat fight between the Fil- 
leyites and the so-called Reformers both sides 
claim to be right.

THE STATE OF TRADE. 

Reports by telegraph from all the principal 
cities to-day show a continued increase in 
the volume of business from week to week 
as compared with the corresponding. weeks 
of last year. The decrease shown by the re- 
ports forthe week ending September 2 
was accounted for by the great falling off in 
mere speculative transactions as compared | 
with last year, and although speculation has 
remained inactive the subsequent weeks of 
September have each shown a very large in- 
reaching 17.5 per cent week be- 
fore last and 27.5 per cent last week. 
While this gain was. wide-spread and 
well distributed among the various 
trade centers, it was especially no- 
ticeable at manufacturing points. This in- 
creasing activity is the more gratifying be- 
cause ithas continued unchecked by a very 
stringent money market throughout the past 
month in the Eastern cities, the rate on call 
loans having gone up at one time to fifty-one 
per cent in New York. It is generally un- 
derstood that this stringency resulted from 
the absorption of avast amount of capital 
by the West in the development of 
her productive capacity, and especially in 
railroad building, which is going ahead at an 
unprecedented rate, and as the stringency 
was accompanied by no alarming failures, it 
has not unfavorably affected general busi- 
ness. ‘The prepayment of a large amount of 
called bonds at the rate of $5,000,000 per 
week has been ordered by the Treas- 
ury. This, with the purchase of large 
amounts of American securities on European 
account, has greatly relieved the money mar- 
ket, and during the present week all lines of 
trade have manifested a marked feeling of 
security with increasing firmness, and most of 
them with increasing activity. This re- 
mark applies to both grain and 
cotton, which have been dragging heavily for 
some time past. Publication of the fact that 
Europe took over 35,000,000 bushels of our 
new crop of wheat within eight weeks after 
harvest, made it apparent that the foreign de- 
mand for our grain would not fall off much in 
consequerice of general good crops in the Old 


crease, 


and other countries in Eastern Europe could 
undersell us in supplying the deficit of Eng- 
land and Western Europe. With an increas- 


grain by large American exports, 
Europe has largely increased her con- 
sumption of wheat per capita, and 


the present low prices of that cereal, coin- 
ciding with tne unusually high price of 
meats, promise a still further increase in the 
European consumption of wheat per capita 
this year. Fears that we should be unable to 
export any considerable amount of this year’s 
grain crop are therefore subsiding, and the 
grain market shows an upward tendency as 
compared with the preceding weeks. 


As the recent horrible collision of trains in 
the Harlem River tunnel was _ the second ac- 
cident of the kind that has occurred in the 
same spot, a Coroner’s jury has brought forth 
a verdict censuring divers employes of the 
company, and also holding the latter re- 
sponsible for the deaths, on the ground that 
it was guilty of gross and criminal negli- 
gence in failing to take proper precautions 
against such accidents, or even to provide a 
sufficient number of brakemen and other em- 
ployes to carry out such rules as the compa- 
ny haS~prescribed for the safety of passen- 
gers. The fleeced public are accustomed 
to such lame and impotent conclusions 
from Coroners’ inquests in cases concerning 
the great corporation magnates. The em- 
ployes censured in this instance are made 
scapegoats for their employer, Mr. WILLIAM 
H. VANDERBILT, whose avaricious manage- 
ment is responsible for this tragedy. This is 
so apparent that the Coroner’s jury, always 
manipulated by politicians in New York, 
could not avoid holding “the company” re- 
sponsible for a killing which is almost mur- 
der. WILLIAM H. VANDERBILT is “the 
company,” but as “the company” he cannot 
be personally indicted and punished 


for crime; he can only be _ sued 
for damages, and the politicians of 
New York have taken care to limit 


his pecuniary responsibility to $5,000 for 
each human life sacrificed to his greed. 
He ean kill ten people for less money than he 


‘pays for the pair of fast horses that draw his 


buggy. Ifhesaves more by cutting down 
the cost of train-men thanhe loses by com- 
promising or contesting suits under the stat- 
utory limit of $5,000 for each life he has 
coined into money, there is no reason why he 
he should not go on killing people to increase 
his already enormous wealth. 


Aut the Republican and Greenback organs

A motion for alimony is pending in the Court of 
Appeals, in the appealed divorce ease ofMiller vs.

This is 
so apparent that the Coroner’s jury, always 
manipulated by politicians in New York, 
could not avoid holding “the company” re- 
sponsible for a killing which is almost mur- 
der.

THE MILLER MUSS. 


A Divorced Wife’s Wrongs—Case for the 
Court of Appeals. 


A motion for alimony is pending in the Court of 
Appeals, in the appealed divorce ease of Miller vs. 
Miller. Mrs. Clara Miller is represented In this 
matter by A. J. P. Garesche, and she states that 
the appeal is not taken for the sake of 
delay or vexation, but because she heal that 
she has been grossly wronged by the decree of the 
Cireuit Court against her, which she alleges rest- 


ed mainly, if not wholly upon the evidence & her 
husband, Frederick H. Miller, to the effect that 
she had repeatedly accused him of ae 
which she states that she was ully 
justified. Although she had been 
true to her husband he had employed detectives 
to watch her, and, she alleges, even to procure 
her to be unfaithful to him, but he failed in his 
purpose. When, yielding to} his persecution that 
she should concede to hima divorce to which he 
was not entitled, she consented to make no de- 
fense, he filed an amended pe- 
tition, charging her with repeated acts of 
wduitery with various persons. At the trial, how- 
ever, he testified that his wife had never been 
unfaithful to him, and that he had sworn to his 
petition without reading it and was in ignorance 
as to its contents. Mrs. Miller alleges that her 
husband has persecuted her for six 
or seven years to compel 
him a divorce, when he knew that 
was not entitled toit. Dnring that period Mrs. 
Miller alleges that her husband sitinted her even 
of the necessaries of life; that, although he is 
wealthy. he has hoarded his means in the name ot 
his brother so that his wife could not reach them, 
and that he has lavished money on himself, liv- 
ing in Iuxuriant style. Mrs. Miller 
further alleges that in December, 1881, the Circuit 
Court allowed her $100 for counsel fees which was 
aid over to Wm. H. H. Russell, and she was al- 
owed $35 per month for maintenance. Of this

nothing has since May last. 
Mrs. Miller says she is absolute- 
ly destitute of means and has been

The Civil Service: Reform  Asso-

The association was 
organized in May, 1881, and the present 
Samuel Cupples, President:

The following form of letter has been pre- 
pared and a copy of it sent to all candidates 
for Congress in the State: 

St. Louis, Mo., October 7, 1882., 

DEAR Sir: The Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation of Missouri was organized in May. 
1881, by citizens of this State, of both political 
parties. I have been directed by the Execu- 
tive Committee of that Association to respect- 
fully ask your attention to the statement of 
its objects contained in its constitution and

in an address to the people of 
Missouri, heretofore published, copies of 
which are sent you herewith. Briefly, 


its purpose is to promote the purification and 
reform of the Civil Service of the United 
States, and also of this State, by actively op- 
osing that method of appointment to and 
enure of civil office commonly known as the 
“spoils system,” and advocating the substi- 
tution therefor, by law, of the “merit sys- 
tem.” The essential conditions of the latter 
are the following: 

1. Appointment to all subordinate civil of- 
fices the nature and duties of which render 
such action practicable and appropriate, 
only by selection — the persons graded 
highest at public Gompetitive examinations 
appropriate to the duties to be performed; 
competition to be open to every citizen duly 
qualified ; ae perenne or political favoritism 
to be exclud ; original entrance to the pub- 
lic service to be at the lowest grade. 

2. Every appointment to be on probation, 
and confirmed only upon actual tests of fit- 
ness; promotion to be from lower ta higher 
grades on the basis of merit and competition. 

8. Removals from office to be only for

There is danger of interpreting too literally, 
says Louise Chandler Moulton, the old, worn- 
out quotation, 


“Two souls with but a single thought~—

The two souls that had but a single 
thought would be very narrow souls indeed, 
and the changes are that they would speedily 
get tired of that single thought. A honey- 
moon may fitly be a moon for two only; and 
[like the English fashion of going off to pass 
it in some quiet spot, better than the Ameri- 
can one of “their wedding journey,” when 
the trunks and their contents are alike new, 
and every detail speaks of the recent cere- 
mony. But even a wedding journey may be 
a season of sweet and sacred isolation—and 
there is, perhaps, something in the very re- 
straint that travel imposes upon tenderness 
which makes the end of each day’s journey a 
special delight—gives it something of the 
zest of meeting after parting. 

Out of a lifetime it is not too much to take 
this one bright, brief month for solitude a 
deux, the world forgetting, by the world for- 
got. But, after this moon of enchantment is 
over, and rea] life must begin, it is important 
to bevin it with true theories instead of false 


ones. 

It is true, no doubt, that two people who 
are not only married, but mated, can suffice 
for each other. They are not likely to weary 
of each other's society; their interests are 
one, their om their desires. They could 
co to the end of the world, if need were, to 
India, to Australia, to the north pole, if they 
could find their way there, and, having each 
other, be everywhere content. They could 
live for yearsas two very Strong and fseal 
people, whom 1 happen to know, did live, in 
the midst of an absolutely alien and hostile 
comimunily, and 

SUFFICE TO EACH OTHER. 
But, because they could do this, .it does not 
follow that it is the best life. 

One likes sometimes to read other poets 
than Shakspeare, though one would prefer 
him to any of his lesser brethren, as the com- 
panion of years of captivity. It is a better 
anda healthier thing for two human crea- 
tures, even the most loving and the most bhe- 
loved, to live to some degree among other 
people- to interest themselves in other lives, 
and thus bring some variety into their own. 
A widowed mother said to me the other day, 
in speaking of a grown-np, unmarried daugh- 
ter, from whom she had scarcely been separ- 
ated in a dozen years: ‘‘We are so silent to- 
gether that I think we shall lose the power 
of speech. We are in’ perfect sympathy, but 
our life has no new events, and we have 
talked the old ones over so many times. We 
know each other's faith, hopes, beliefs, ex- 
periences, as we know our own, so what is 
there to talk about?” I can conceive that 
this same state of things might come to pass 
ina very happy and united marriage, if th 
married pair lived chiefly in solitude. Worse 
things than this might, ef course, befall 
them. ‘To lose their perfeet understanding 
of each other would be far worse—bu’ it 
would be a healthier life to be more associated 
with their fellows. ‘To be too isolated js apt 
to induce that too easy familiarity which 
breeds, if not epntempt, disenchantment.

suiqnantes. Rosbif and biftecks were taste- 
less or leathery masses: in fact. the only 
agreeable piece of foreign fare to the Briton 
was the costly Chateaubriand, supposed to be 
cooked with a thinner steak on either side, 
just as similar slices were applied to the 
chéeks of a sleeping beauty to preserve the 
complexion. But. the Anglomania brought 
with it several good things. Our French 
friends learned to eat 

OX PROPERLY COOKED 
and to drink beer. If atthe same time they 
learned the “‘great game’’ of the turf. they 
have only themselves to thank. Their cooks 
have grasped the secret of wholesome food so 
thoroughly that if any elderly Britons exist 
who still talk of “kieeshaws” they have only 
to run over to Parts to find their cutlets plain- 
lv but perfectly broiled without the horror of 
breadcrumbs, their beefsteaks and the actual 
roast beef of old England done to perfection. 
Modern French cookery aims at the perfection 
of that simple method which is only de- 
nounced in this country because it is badly 
earried out. What the shade of Brillat- 
Savarin would say to this it is difficult to im- 
agine. What could the feelings of a man be 
who found and admired his son in the act of 
having four turkeys cooked for his own soli- 
tary dinner, in ordcr that he might enjoy the 
eight juicy morsels called by the French 
‘“‘what fools leave,””’ and in England oyster 
pieces? Whether he would have liked the 
plain food au naturel as now consumed by 
the “‘correct’”’ Parisian is more than doubtful. 
FUR GARMENTS, 

The most elegant wraps are now made of 
seal’ or otter skin in long ulster or dolman 
shape. These luxurious garments reach near- 
ly to the bottom of the dress, and are usually 
trimmed with wide bands of contrasting fur.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Thus far there has been 
sign of one, in the rent charges that have 
prevailed for a year in Seotland. Very re- 
eently a farm in Forfarshkire that was let in 
1866 for 82,750 a year was Jclet on a nineteen 
years’ lease for $1,875. Some time after 1860 
the rent of this farm was reduced to 32,500, 
and several years ago it was again reduced to 
$2,250. A piece of ty near this one 
which ten years ago was renf@dter $2,100 has 
been again let for $1,375. Another Scotch 
land-owner, but one who. was unwilling to 
reduce his rent, has been obliged to take the 
property into his own hands. 

The report of the King of Sweden having 
insured his life for the sum of 600,000 crowns 
needs explanation. The benevolent monarch 
only did so for the purpose of reestablishing 
the credit of a home life-insurance company. 
He did a similar thing some years ago in the 
case of a large banking-house, on which the 
public made a run without cause and of the 
thorough integrity and solvency of which 
the King was firmly convinced. He depos- 
ited his private fortune with the house, and 
immediately restored public confidence. 

French enterprise is steadily persevering in 
the work of redeeming the desert of Sahara 
by means of artesian wells. <A large number 
of wells have been sunk along the northern 
border, more than 150 in the Province of Con- 
stantine alone, and the work is advancing 
into the interior. One of the curious phe- 
nomena which the digging of these wells has 
brought to notice-is the existence of fish and 
crabs at great depths. The learned engineer, 
M. Jus, who for twenty years has directed 
the work,-avers that he once boiled and ate a 
cralywhich had been drawn up from adepth 
of 250 feet, and that, moreover, it was of an 
excellent ilavor. 

The “taccordeon” has of late years risen in 

popular appreciation and gained a number of 
influential admirers, not the least of whom is 
Prince Bismarck, whose musical ear, as he 
frankly admits, prefers this comparatively 
vulgar instrument to any other. Thé streets 
of Berlin resound with its melodions strains, 
and by right, for the Prussian capital is the 
chief place for the manufacture of accordeons, 
which thus far have escaped the irrepressible 
addiction of the Berliner to nicknames, of 
which latter need only be mentioned that of 
“barber’s grand piano” for guitar, and “‘sigh- 
ing-board” or “whining-strip” for zither. 
The largest Berlin accerdeon manufactory has 
two steam engines of twenty horse power, em- 
ploys 600 workingmen, and turns out annu- 
ally about 300,000 instruments, which are ex- 
ported to all parts of the globe. Berlin ac- 
cordeons may be heard on the Yangtse, the 
Congo and the Amazon Rivers. 
A tourist in Mexico gays thatin the house 
of a wealthy native everybody is astir before 
sunrise. A servant comes to your room to 
ask if you will have coffee or chocolate there, 
or will goto the dining-room for it. You 
must not be offended if the host is off to his 
business without seeing you,for at ten o’clock 
he will return and greet you ceremoniously 
enough. The breakfast, which is the chief 
meal of the diy, is then served in courses.

LABORS OF LINEMEN. 


The Miles of Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Wire Kept in Order. 


Repairing the Wires--The Number of Men 
Employed--Samples of Complaints. 


Like most of the large cities of the present, 
St. Louis stands beneath a perfect web of 
wires. While these wires are of the great- 


est publie benefit, perhaps the 
ideat most prevalent in regard 
to them is that they are an unsightly 


nuisance, but as it would be impossible to 
dispense wilh them, property holders have, 
according tothe statistics of the various 
telegraph and telephone companies, made up 
their minds to let them go around their 
buildings whenever and wherever oceasion 
may require. Some are doubtless of the 
opinion that serviceable wires 
might be run underground, and 


experiments of this kind have been made in 
various places, in Chicago and New York, foi 
instance. While it costs but little to lay a 
cable under ground, the plan is generally = 


posed on account of the  necessi 
of the constant changes which 
would make it necessary to 


tear up again and again. Few people have 
any idea how much it costs to take care of 


the house-top and pole wires of a eity 
and to satisfy and inform the 
ublic on this subject a  Posrt- 


MISPATCH reporter made some inquiries 
among the proper authorities yesterday. The 
first person encountered was John E, Cooke, 
superintendent of repairs for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. In the work of

and repairing the old twenty 
men are employed. These con- 
sist of two gangs. <A _ part of each 


gang digs holes. Others climb the poles and 
stretch the wires and all assist in lifting the 
poles'into position. “We have,”’ said Mr. 
Cooke, between 600 and a thousand miles 
of wire in use. I can’t tell exaetly how 
much at the time, but am engaged upon a 
series of calculations from which I intend to 
make an estimate for the superintendent 
before long. We are constantly putting up 
wires even where the system is not being ex- 
fended. Yousee wires wear out very svon 
in St. Louis—sooner, I believe, than any- 
where else in the country except Pittsburg. 
The coal smoke causes them to rust and wear 
very fast. Chemists state, I believe, that 
the soot from the smoke contains a large pro- 
portion of sulphur. This eats the wire right 
up. They last on the average only about tive 
years.” 

“You stretch a great many wires, over 
house tops, don’t you?” 

“Yes, the most of them.” 

“Do the property-owners ever complain?” 

“Sometimes. When they do we simply 
take another route. We do not often have to 
pay anything for the privilege. There is no 


row reason why they should 
raise any objection. Sometimes they 
pretend to be afraid of lightning. This, you 


know is ridiculous. The wires connect 
with the ground, and always conduct the 
bolt safely.” 

The reporter also called upon Vice-Presi- 
dent Durant of the Telephone Company,who 
was able to add something about the experi- 
ences of thirty men kept at work by this 
company. 

‘The reason why we keep a larger force 
than the Western Union,” said he, *‘is that 
our wires, being smaller,wear out sooner, and 
besides, we have more of them. I guess we 
have about 

700 MILES OF WIRE 
in use in connection with our 
phones.”

“When you get a report that the wires are 
out of order how do you keep the reeord?” 

“Tike this. Look at this entry, Ward & 
Brady, number blank blank street, report 
wire down. This report is numbered 36,964, 
and hére we have the’ correspondipg tag. 
You see the complaint entry of 
this number ‘is marked repaired, The 
corresponding tag. you see, bears this piece 
of information: “October 2, 1882, Ward & 
Brady report trouble with wire between 
them and the Fair Grounds office, at 7:30 
a.m.” At 7:30 a. m. Inspector Casey started 
out to find the cause and learnéd*that the 
wire had been crossed by a kite tail on the 
top of the house at Second and Locust streets. 
O. K. at 9:30. We have wires stretched on 
poles an@ever house tops. 

AT THE END OF EACH MONTH 
we take these irregularities and makeup a

‘From this we conclude that it is better to 
use the poles. The principal objection to 
poles is their cost. An ordinary sixty-foot

“Why don’t you use poles all the time?” 

“The city won’t let us put them every-

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT CABLE WORKING, 
The work in the operating room at Heart’s 
Content has brought out a number of curious 
facts about cables and cable operating. For 
instance, New York City sends and receives 
about two-thirds of all the cable business of 
the United States. Philadelphia comes next, 
then Chicago; while some of the smaller 
Southern cities, with their messages relating 
to cotton sales, outrank more northern cities 
like Boston, Baltimore, St. Louis, or Cincin- 
nati. It amazes the telegraphers here to tell 
them of the importance of places like New 
Haven, Albany, Troy, or Buffalo, from which 
the cable business is so small thatin the 
Heart’s Content station they are supposed to 
be little towns.

PICKING UP THE CABLE. 

The machinery used for picking “¢ 
in both deep and shallow water is of the inost 
simple description. It consists of a rope 
abeut an inch and a quarter in diameter, 
made from twisted strands of the strongest 
hemp with interwoven wires -of fine steel. 
The grapnel at the end is merely a solid shaft 
weighing about 
10 pounds, and projects into six blunt 
hooks which very much resemble the partly- 
closed fingers of the human hand. In picking 
up the caple in deep water the Minia, after 
reaching the waters near the break, lets out 
her rope and grapnel, then takes a course at 
right angles to the cable and at some distance 
from the fracture, so that the broken end 
may not slip through the grapnel. The grap- 
nel rope is attached to a dynamometer which 
exactly measures the strain on the rope, and 
shows unerringly when the cable has been 


caught. If the grapnel fouls a rock the 
strain rises very suddenly and to a_ high 
point; but the exact weight of the ca- 
ble being known, the dynamometer sig- 


nals. by the steady rate of increase its hold 
on the cable far below. The ease and cer- 
tainty with which the cables are picked up in 
these days is amazing. Awhile ago one of 
the lines of the Anglo-American Company 
was caught without trouble at a depth of two 
and a quarter miles near the middle of the 
Atlantic. Capt. Trott, of the Minia, who 
has won great fame for his skill and ingen- 
uity in cable matters, but recently picked up 
the French cable 180 miles off St. Pierre,and 
in four hours from the time the@rapnel was 
let go had the cable spliced and in working 
condition. The splicing is a work of great 
delicacy and skill, and when accomplished by 
trained fingers the “spliced” part can scarcely 
be distinguished from the main cord. So rapid 
has been the improvement in perfecting the 
modern cable that the resistance to the elec- 
tric current has been reduced to one-quarter 
what it was twenty years ago, while the du- 
plex system of sending and receiving mes- 
sages doubles the capacity of every new cable
